PROBLEM: Ascertain the procedures, and the eoiiditions presupposed by those 
procedures, now in existence throughout the Government intelligence 
structure for handling information and intelligence indicating issse- 
diate danger to the security of the Uhited States. 

FACTS: 

1, Paragraph 6, NSC ID So. 1 defines the r ©spcnsibilitios of Use IAC 
■amber# and the DC I In the event a crisis situation arises. (Tab A) 


2, The IAC on 7 December 1950 established a permanent 'watch Committee, 
the purpose of which is to evaluate all incasing information and to alert 
the IAC to isK&nant hostile Cosammlst military action. 

3# The IAC agencies have recognised their individual responsibilities 
in response to crisis situations and have issued directives accordingly.

1. It is essential that the DC I have aaxiaruB assurance that alerting 
awcbanisas throughout intelligence are adequate tc meet any foreign crisis 
situation. 


2. A fact-finding survey to determine that all eventualities have been 
considered should be undertaken by CIA with the cooperation of the IAC aetabers 
and other Goveraaent organisations as appropriate. 

3. To be effective this survey suet begin at the point of receipt of 
incoming information and examine all steps in its routing. The survey will 
point up gaps in existing procedures should any gags exist, and will bring 
together in one place the detail# of these procedures. 


4, The Assistant Director, Current Int elligence will acc ept responsibility 


for this survey and is prepared to designate
